The Situation Befor® Corinth. 

The grend arg y of the Union Is drawing 
closer and closer upon the rebel works at 
Corinth. The Mobile & Ohio raliroad passes 
through Corinth in a direction nearly north 
and south, and the Memphis & Charleston 
railroad in Vine nearly cast and west. Our 
army, under Gen. Halleck, fille the northoast 
quadrant thus forteed, in an arcextending from 
one railroad to the other. The three grand 
divisions are Thomas’ arizy Of the Ten- 
nesece, Gen. Buell’s army of Kentucky, and 
Gen. Pope's army of the Mississippi, occapy- 


ing reepectively these positions from right to 


left. The former base cut off the rebel com- 
munications from the north, Gen. Pope has 
burned « bridge three miles from Corinth oa 
the Memphis & Charleston railroad, and now 
Gen. Mitchell, having pressed forward from the 
ecene of bis successes In Northern Alabama, 
has cre this, as is believed, cat off the retreat 
of the rebels so by tapping the M. & 
©. railroad, below Corinth. Gen. Mitchell's 
pickets at the last advices were contiguous to 
those of Gen. Pope 

Of the army betore Corinth, « little jover 25 
per cent. are sick of diseases growing out of 
exposure and the execratle water of the 
region. At Hamburg, on Friday, there were 
4,000 sick, and the thermometer stood at 92

INTERESTING REPORT FROM COM. 
DUPONT. 


Our telegraphic column in this issuc refers 
to the fact that it has been brought before 
Congress to award the usual prize money to 
the gallant blacks who bronght to Com.

We made a gallant 
fight, but had we taken the battery we could 
not have heid it, and the obetructions in the 
river prevented our going up any higher. 

“One thing we ve demonstrated-—the 
Galena cannot stand heavy shot at a short 
rane, We fired 238 rounde—all that we had. 
Had we bad plenty of ebella, we could bave 
silenced the rebels in two hours.”

ARMY OF THE Mississirri, May lth, 1568. 

The lines began to close up to and about 
Corinth. The right of the grand army, 
which was further from the rebel entrench- 
mente than any other portion of our lines, 
has been steadily pushed forward, until its 
extreme right brigade is but little further 
from Corinth than are General Pope's lines, 
At the same time the whole line has what 
may be termed “dressed up ’’—that is, closed 
the intervals between the three * corps-de- 
armees,’’ and the divisionsof thesame. Gen. 
Neleon's division pickets rest upon the right 
of Gen, Paine’s. Nelson's left flank, with 
Gen. Paine’s right flank, form a wedge, of 
which amaller end reste where the pickets 
meet. Up this wedge Gen. Crittenden Is 
moving, and will soon join his pickets next to- 
General Paine’s, when Nelson's pick- 
eta will be drawn more tw the 
right, his lines having been more 
extended than will be necessary with Critien- 
den’s advance. As with Nelson, so with the 
other divisions, all having moved across and 
nearer toCorinth. I rode to-day alpng Pope's 
pickets, and thus obtained a good idea of the 
position occupied by our army and the ground 
over which our final advance will be made. 

Night before last the pickets of our ex- 
treme left, occupied by Gen. Stanley's divis- 
jon, conversed with the right pickets of Gen. 
Mitcbeli’s army. This settles the present 
whereabouts of that dashing and ubiqaitens 
leader. It would seem probable that he is 
now making a flanking movement to the ex- 
treme left, with the véry likely view of 
making a rapid march south of Coriath to 
some point upon the Ohio and MobileRailroad, | 
destroy the track and thus stop the retreat | 
southward of the rebel army.

Great activity evidently prevalis in the | 
rebel camp.

FROM THE ARMY IN ARKANSAS. 


[Special Correspondence of the Chicago Tribane.] 
Camr or 9TH ILLINOIS CAVALRY, 
cxsowrort, Jackeon Co., Ark., 
Thureday, May 16th, 1962. 


We have possession of the country so far 
without fighting except a skirmish below town 
between part of our advance, the lst regiment 
of Indiana volunteer cavalry, and the rear of 
Van Dorn’s command, under captains Hooker 
and Timothy Reeves. Two of the Indianians 
were seriously wounded, one through the 
thigh, the ball striking the top of the thigh 
bone; the other struck in the forehead and 
coming out a little above and behind the ear. 
They may recover. The rebel loss I did not 
fearn, though we took some prisoners. 

There is plenty of sugar and molasses bere, 
also, I understand, some forty or fifty sacks of 
coffee, and forage plenty. Yet our men have 
short allowance, and some regiments no coffee, 
andare compelled to buy of these slarpers 
who have run the price of sugar from four up 
to eight cents per lb. Although theseypeople 
expected that our troops were comigg to de- 
spoil and rob them, yet finding that we treat 
them with extra civility, payiog enormous 
prices for all we get of them, they become in- 
solent: snd every loss of a chicken, piece of 


| meat, or straying off of a horse, mule or colt, 


is made a basis for a complaint against a sol- 
dier, exaggerated In ite details and most gen- 
erally false.

A hes secretly rejoice to see us. The rest 
look upen us with malicnant hate.

Our chaplain, Mr. Briggs, 
responded to him by saying, ‘‘My dear sir, 
we came Gown here to enforce obedience to 
fhe Conetitution and the laws of the United 
Bates. After that is done our mission is end- 
ed, and we do pot care whether you love us or 
not; that is none of our business."’
